TRAIN 
ROBBER FOUND DEAD. 


Body of liilnoln Central rtnncllt Discov- 


ered Near Scene of Crime. 


New Orleans, Dec. 19.—Detectives 


found today the body of one of the 
robbers who on last Thursday night 
held up, within the city'limits of New 
Orleans, the Chicago mail train on the 
Illinois Central railroad, shot Con- 
ductor Kinnabrew and made their es- 
cape with a number of registered mail 
packages. 
The watch of Conductor 


Kinnabrew, found on the dead man, 
leaves no'doubt of his identity as the 
leader of the gang who held up the 
train. 


Shortly after the hold-up on Thurs- 


day night Officers Daly and Lueieh, 
while hastening to the scene of the 
robbery, discovered two men carrying 
a bag and walking rapidly between 
the Illinois & Mississippi valley tracks. 
The officers halted the men, but in- 
stead of surrendering they began to 
shoot. 
Both officers responded and a 


lively fusillade 
followed. 
The men 


finally dropped a United States mail 
pouch and fled. Since then the de- 
tectives 'have been carefully examining 
the swamp in the rear of the city. At 
an early hour today their search was 
rewarded .with . the finding of a body. 
It was that of one of the men who 
had succumbed to the effects of a 
wound and exposure. 


An examination'of. his effects dis- 


closed Conductor Kinnabrew's watch 
and other evidence to prove that he 
was one of the men who had commit- 
ted the .robbery. 
The name of the 


robber has not yet been learned.

ON CENTURY'S CLOSE 


POPE LEO INSTRUCTS CATHO 


LICE HOW TO OBSERVE IT. 


The Decree is Addressed to Ail the 


World—Series 
of 
Non-Sectarian 


Prayer Meetings Will Be Held in 
Mew York—End of Centurry Re- 


New York, Dec. 19.—Official instruc- 


tion has been received here from Koine 
detailing how Roman'Catholics are to 
observe the ceremonial closing of the 
year and the century on the night of 
Dec. 31. It is issued by Cardinal Cre- 
toni, prefect of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion of Indulgence and Rites, and sign- 
ed also by Archbishop Sogaro, secre- 
tary of the congregation. 
The decree 


is from the pope and is addressed to all 
the world. It reads: 


"Now that the present age is draw- 


ing to a close, and a new one is about 
to begin it is highly proper ' that all 
who have been redeemed by Him in 
every part of the world should be sol- 
emnly 
consecrated to the 
King of 


Ages, Jesus Christ, in 'order that this 
gratitude may be shown for the special 
favors from Him in the past. 


"What our holy father granted a 


year ago by anticipation .he also per- 
mits by the same decree of the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites, viz.: That 
at 


midnight which ushers in the January 
of the year 1901., the most august sac- 
rament of the Euchrist may be expos- 
ed, for adoration in churches and chap- 
els and that in its presence one mass 
of the feast of the circumcision of our 
Lord and the Octave of the Nativity 
may be read or sung; and that, more- 
over, the faithful 
by special privilege 


receive holy communion either during 
or outside of the mass. 


"While thinking of some new means 


of increasing the piety of the faithful 
in connection with an event so solemn, 
the holy father learned that many pre- 
lates and pious sodalities anxiously de- 
sire that the faithful of Christ, 'moved 
by an eagerness to participate in the 
rich treasury of spiritual indulgences, 
should everywhere be invited to come 
aifcl adore the most blessed Eucharist. 


"As this was in most perfect 'accord 


with his own wishes, the holy father 
has benignly granted that a plenary 
Indulgence may be gained by a^ll <the 
faithful of Christ who, having.'properly'

Chicago, Dec. 19.—The conference of 


arbitration and conciliation called by

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PLENTY OF QUAIL IN 


THE BADGER STATE 


CLOSED SEASON HAS LASTED 


NOW NEARLY FJVE YEARS. 


Next September the Slaughter Will 


Begin Unless the Legislature En- 
acts Another Prohibitory Law— 
Over Half of the Pleasure of Quail 
Shooting is the Dog. 


Quail are now almost as numerous 


In some portions 
of the state 
as 


sparrows. Tie state is literally over- 
run with them, as the result of the 
closed season, which has lasted now 
nearly five years. A great many farm- 
ers report coveys of quail having been 
seen around their homes. They get 
very tame and are almost as easy to 
get up to as barnyard fowl. 


They have been reported as being 


within the city limits of Milwaiikee, 
and are seen along the hedges of 
Prospect avenue. Quail wintered in 
the park at Madison all last winter 
'and many were seen an other parts of 
Madison. Farmers in the southwestern 
part of the state Bay they are very 
numerous and come' into the barn- 
yards to feed. 


Some have been reported in this im- 


mediate vicinity, but" not many. Years 
ago there were thousands of these 
game little birds -around this city,' but 
of late years they have been very, 
scarce. Once .in a while a man re- 
ports a covey being seen on his ifarm, 
near some hedge or patch of woods 
wihere there is good cover, but they 
-are nothing compared with other parts 
01 the state, especially towards the 
Mississippi bottoms. 


The closed .season of five years will 


end next September, and unless the 
legislature this winter makes some 
kind of provision for further protec- 
tion it is believed that within 
two 


after the season opens there 


will not be a quail in .the state, for 
the reason that the hunters 'have every 
covey located, and will slaughter every 
one of them within two weeks' time. 


It sems too bad that 'after protect- 


ing *he birds for five years to think 
that they will all be killed off in the 
course of two weeks. It will be im- 
possible to kill them all off in one 
fall, but they can be cleaned out so 
thoroughly that it will take two or 
three years for them to increase 
enough to make good shooting. 


A'sportsman of this city, in speak- 


ing of ithe situation today, suggested 
that a limit similar to the one govern- 
ing the killing of deer be put on the 
hunters, allowing them to kill, next 
September, only a reasonable number 
of the birds. 


A man that 'has had a good day's 


shooting at quail can always look 
back upon ,it -with pleasure. It takes 
a quick eye, a steady nerve anil a good 
gun to make a good bag of quail 
They are 'not much larger than 
a 


robin, but are.stocky little fellows that 
fly like a bullet and are often foimd in 
the thickest cover, where a man has 
'to be <an' expert shot to stop them. 
One-half the pleasure of quail shoot- 
Ing is the tlog. A well broken quail 
dog is a continual source of pleasure 
and in order to get a bag oJ birds 
it is almost necessary that a man have 
a dog, 'and a broken one at that.

MOROCCO PAYS THE INDEMNITY, 


Consul 
at 
Tnnglen Says the Clulm of 


86.OOO Has Been Settled. • 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—A mes- 


Bage from United States Consul Gum- 
mery at Tangiers, informs the state 
department that the Moorish govern- 
ment had settled the claim 
of the 


'United States for $5,000 indemnity on 
account of the murder of Marcus Esza- 
gui, a naturalized American citizen, in 
Morocco last spring. 
Eszagui was of 


French birth, but the fact that he was 
naturalized as an American citizen re- 
lieved the French government from the 
necessity of joining in the demand for 
Indemnity. 
The Moorish government 


pleaded as a basis for its first disin- 
clination to pay the fact that the man 
.•was killed not by Moorish .ncers, but 
in a fight with the rabble. The claim 
for indemnity, however, was based on 
•the failure of the Moorish government 
•to make any effort to arrest or punish 
the perpetrators of the murder. The 
navy department, at the instance of 
.the state department, was making ar- 
rangements to send a naval. vessel to 
Morocco to give moral support to the 
demands of the American consul for a 
settlement.
